The form in which the tabulated pedi- 
gree fans out suggests the origin of the 
word, which comes through Middle Eng- 
lish from the Old French pie de crue, 
which in turn derived from the Latin pes 
(foot) and grus (crane). Pie de crue, or 
pied de crue, as modern French has it, 
was an expression to describe a three-line 
symbol indicating descent in old genea- 
logical records. 

It would perhaps be well to explain a 
few of the terms which have come to have 
specialized meanings in this connections. 
The sire is, of course, the male parent; 
the grandsire, unless otherwise specified

or suggested, is the sire’s sire; the great- 
grandsire is the grandsire’s sire, etc. 

The dam is the female parent. Her dam 
is called the granddam or second dam, 
whose mother is referred 
to as the third dam; and 
so on back. The dam’s 
sire is usually referred 
to as the maternal grandsire, and in the 
use of the unqualified term grandsire, it 
is usually the paternal grandsire which is 
meant.

The sire, grandsire, great-grandsire, and 
so on constitute the horse’s male line. In 
the case of Domino the male line (some- 
times called tail-male line) goes through 
Himyar, Alarm, *Eclipse, Orlando, ete.. 
and can be extended back 12 generations 
(if we begin the count with Himyar) to 
Eclipse, one of the three patriarchs to 
which the male lines of all Thoroughbreds 
now living can be traced. Ordinarily, if 
the extension of the pedigree is made 
along the lower edge of the pedigree, 
through dam, second dam, third dam, ete., 
we call it a family rather than a line. 
(This isn’t the only thing in Thoroughbred 
breeding for which no very good reason 
can be assigned.)

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however, is occasionally called a tail-fe- 
male line. 

Older pedigree forms frequently stated 
that a horse was got by such and such a 
mare. From this comes the still common 
practice of calling the sons and daughters 
of a stallion his get—not his gets. as an 
occasional commentator —misapprehends 
the word. The progeny of a mare are 
usually called her produce; and if, in a 
sale catalogue. a mare is referred to as a 
producer, it means that at least one of her 
produce is a winner on a recognized track. 
By the same token, it is common practice. 
in compiling pedigrees and sale cata- 
logues, to refer to a stallion as a sire only 
after at least one of his get has become a 
winner. 

If a mare has two colts by the same 
sire they are, of course, brothers. If she 
has two colts by different sires. they are 
half brothers. But two colts by the same 
sire out of different mares are not called 
half brothers. They are, of course. just 
as much half brothers as two sons of the 
same mare, but with horse breeders the 
term is limited arbitrarily to indicate the 
relationship on the dam’s side. Some- 
times horses with the same grandparents, 
but not with the same parents, are refer- 
red to as brothers in blood. Sometimes

In Thoroughbred practice, a colt is an 1948 amounts to $4,286,579. 
entire (that is, not castrated) male less 
than five years old; when he reaches the 
age of five, he is called a horse. Similarly, 
fillies are called mares when they reach 
the age of five (or earlier, if bred to a 
stallion). The word horse is also used in 
its broader application to include mares 
and geldings (castrated males), but the 
world colt is not used when a young 
female is meant. 

For all its excellent arrangement and 
the ease with which it can be read, the 
usual tabulated pedigree of a Thorough- 
bred horse is singularly bare of important 
information. Sometimes the colors and 
foaling dates of the near generations of 
ancestors are given, but these items can 
scarcely be of importance to the breeder 
or the student, unless he happens to be 
concerned with the inheritance of coat 
color as an exercise in genetics. 


Boiled down to its essence, the tabulated 
pedigree consists of names of ancestors. 
Through long acquaintance with these 
names the breeder learns to set values 
upon them and, sometimes, to associate

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Why the Police Don’t Close the Handbooks

He hired 
B to work for him, and the first job he assigned to B was 
to shovel the sand from one side of the walk to the other. 

When 
the work was finished, A said he had changed his mind, and 
set B shoveling the sand back to the side of the path on which 
it had been dumped at first. 

So B took his shovel and worked all day and got the 
sand back to its original location.

In Louisville one day last week the trial of a handbook 
operator was in progress. It was one of many such trials in 
that city. The prosecuting attorney had stated that the 
defendant had been arrested and fined seven times in three 


years for operating a handbook at 300 East Breckinridge 


Street. “The prosecutor had announced the day before that 
he favored holding for the grand jury all the handbook op- 
erators whose records include three arrests in the past year. 

He had just recommended this action for the defendan‘, 
when the office manager for the Democratic County Ex- 
ecutive Committee approached the judge and assured him 
that the handbook at 300 East Breckinridge would clese. 
So the judge, without further ado, fined the defendant $100 
and ignored the prosecutor’s recommendation. 

In Lexington handbooks are treated in the usual Ameri- 
can fashion. “They operate as they please. When the grand 
jury is in session they close up, or become extremely cir- 
cumspect. If indictments are returned, they are agains: 
small operators or, if they are against one of the big books, 
a stooge for the boss comes forward to take the rap, as they 
say. If a case comes to trial, witnesses are very scarce. 

Recently the Lexington Ministerial Association passed a 
resolution against gambling, and submitted it to the different 
churches of the city, in the hope that they would endorse the 
resolution and thus stir up a genuine public feeling against 
handbooks.

Some of the churches said maybe, some said 


the time of the grand jury, trying to get it to make some 
indictments. 

There was much discussion. Some people said you 
couldn’t close handbooks, so why not legalize them? Some 
said it was none of the churches’ business.

But the police only 
growled to themselves. They have learned that no matter 
what they do, their efforts are futile. ‘They are humiliated 
by shoveling the same old sand back and forth across the 
same old path. 

Strangely, no one ever so much as passes a_ resolution 
against the wire service which is at the root of every hand- 
book that sprouts. It is, they say, “perfectly legal.” So 
long as it remains perfectly legal there will be as many hand- 
books as the community can support. When it ceases to be 
perfectly legal, the handbook problem will become much 
simpler. In the meantime, Chief, ya gotta keep the boys 
shoveling that sand.

Hialeah’s Sunbaked Players; 
Bug Boys and the Big Time 


MIAMI 

I do not know what year-round Flor- 

idians are like, because I can’t recall ever 

having seen any, or at least not enough to 
venture on any generalizations. 


But winter Floridians are a funny race. 
They go around and sit in the sun. I'm 
sure that wherever they live, the sun shines 
sometimes in the summer, and I’m just 
about as sure that they don’t dash out 
every day and sit in it. They look for 
shade, instead. Hialeah has capitalized 
on this winter madness by putting a totali- 
sator board and pari-mutuel windows in 
the big enclosure back of the grandstand, 
and sprinkling benches around  every- 
where, making it possible for several 
thousand persons to get sunburned at the 
same time they lose their money. 

Since the walking ring is out there too, 
it is even feasible to see the horses while 
they are being saddled and prepared for 
the races, so the patrons of this outdoor 
handbook get everything except a view of 
the race. As soon as television improves 
a little more, this is going to be a great 
set-up. As it is now, the public address 
system, which has an outlet in this area, 
keeps the customers happy, and really it’s 
a nice place to be during a race. Vocal 
demonstration would drown out the call, of 
course, so there isn’t any of that yelling. 
Instead the horseplayers snap their fingers 
and try to do it with body English. 


Aside from the appearance of Armed 
and Coaltown and Free America, all scout- 
ing for Calumet, the racing during the past 
week was nothing momentous, though it 
was fair enough. But now things start to 
happen, with the McLennan and Widener 
horses beginning to get serious. 

Loyal Legion, for example, worked a 
mile in 1:3724 on the morning of Febru- 
ary 12, a day which Hialeah recognized 
rather tentatively by naming one of its 
purses the Emancipator. My Request and 
Miss Request are to arrive from New Or- 
leans shortly, so it looks like one of the 
better Wideners. 

Business has been getting better, too, 
and the drop from 1948 isn’t going to be 
of the sort to bother anybody. I dislike 
to say anything in praise of the Florida 
weather, because this encourages the pro- 
fessionals, but the first half of the current 
session had one ideal day after another. 
Ideal, that is, according to local standards 
—personally I think it’s been too damned 
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hot. But this has helped keep the handle 
up, and the attendance is actually a little 
higher than last year’s. 


SPANK. The stewards at Hialeah won 
an argument with Ted Atkinson last week, 
as far as practical results go, but I can’t 
say they convinced him. On Monday Ted 
came down the chute on a 2-year-old which 
wasn’t doing as much as he should, so 
the jockey spanked him resolutely with his 
hand. This is against the local rule, it 
being held that spanking a 2-year-old (no 
whips are allowed) tends to make him 
swerve. The stewards fined Atkinson $25 
for the incident. Next day Ted rode Bully 
Boy in the 2-year-old race, and spanked 
him severely. This time the fine was $59, 
and along with it went a short discussion 
to the effect that after all and that sort of 
thing and don’t do it any more or else. 

The following day Atkinson rode Hatik- 
vah, and the filly ran willingly and won, 
which made it hard to argue. But it is 
still Atkinson’s contention that unless rid- 
ers are allowed some means of making a 
2-year-old do his best, the races are only 
schooling affairs and oughtn’t to be bet on. 

“That Bully Boy, for instance,” he said. 
“He broke in front, but after three or four 
strides he slowed up and let three or four 
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horses pass him. If I'd let him alone, | 
don’t think he’d have been eighth. I went 
to work on him. and he finished second. If 
you try to hand-ride a horse and he won't 
run, what are you going to do?” 

The answer. of course, is easy. 
ing to run eighth from here on.

Hatikvah, which was making her first 
start, is a product of the Bieber-Jacobs 
combination.

BUGS. The current move to exenipt 


time spent out of action, because of illness 
or injury, from the year during which ap- 
prentice riders are allowed a weight ad- 
vantage, is meeting some opposition, at 
least, from the older riders. They argue 
that practically everything is being done 
for apprentices now, and that it’s not fair 
to the older riders, who took what knocks 
they had to as they came up. 

“Look at it here.” one of them. said. 
“There are something like 200 riders on 
the grounds, and about 40 of them are ap- 
prentices. But if you look at the races, 
the apprentices are getting half the 
mounts. and competent riders aren’t able 
to get work. It looks as if most of the 
horsemen aren’t looking for riders as much 
as they are for five pounds.” 

The Hialeah situation, of course, is not 
typical. because the constriction of racing 
to three winter fronts always means an 
oversupply of jockeys, with the result that 
some of them can’t get many mounts. But 
the point seems reasonably valid. Maybe 
enough is being done to encourage young 
riders as it is. 

“Remember when Jessop was an appren- 
tice?” one rider asked. “He rode 200-and- 
some winners while he had a bug, but he 
got hurt and wasn’t in action for the last 
six weeks of his apprenticeship. Now, 
wouldn't it have been a fine thing to give 
him those six weeks after he got well?” 

It was suggested that it was usually dif- 
ficult to develop competent apprentices at 
the big tracks, particularly in New York, 
because of the strength of the competition. 

“Why is everybody trying to bring up 
jockeys in New York?” was the answer. 
“You don’t bring up new fighters at Madi- 
son Square Garden, do you? You don’t 
season baseball players with the Yankees 
or the Giants, do you? Apprentices figure 
to develop at the smaller circuits, like 
other athletes do.” 

This tourist retired to think that one 
over.

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OBITUARY 


J. Cal Milam, 76, 


Dies at Lexington 


J. Cal Milam. one of the kindliest, 
ablest. and most successful of Kentucky’s 
older generation of horsemen, died on the 
morning of February 11, at the Good 
Samaritan Hospital, Lexington. He had 
been ill for a long time, and had been a 
patient at the hospital since January 20. 
A leg was amputated in an effort to allevi- 
ate the illness, but he failed to improve 
and his death was not unexpected. 


Mr. Milam was born July 17, 1872, at 
Sheffield, Ala., the son of William A. and 
Martha Winfrey Milam. In his teens he 
planned to study medicine, but in the 
spring of 1892 he visited a cousin at Lex- 
ington, Ky., and changed his mind. During 
his visit he saw an afternoon of racing at 
the old Kentucky Association track. When 
he returned home he told his father that 
he had decided to become a horseman. In 
the fall of that year he was back in Lex- 
ington. looking for a place to begin. 

“I walked all over the race track, from 
barn to barn, time after time, trying to 
get a job.” Joe Jordan quoted him 48 years 
later. “LI worked one whole winter with- 
out pay, just for the experience.” He was 
referring, apparently, to the winter he 
worked at the farm of John Turner, near 
Paris, Ky. He then went to the race tracks 
for more experience, and in 1894 (as near- 
ly as the date can be fixed) started out on 
his own by purchasing two cheap racers, 
Miss Rosa and Hilyar. 

He won enough races to buy more horses 
and had immediate success with his small 
stable. In the spring of 1897 he accepted 
his first job as trainer for another owner. 
This was “Virginia” Bradley, for whom 
he won races at the old Bennings track 
near Washington, and in Canada. 

In July of the same year he took over 
the horses of J. S. Wadsworth. This small 
string (three horses) included the good 
racer Komurasaki, whose class encour- 
aged him to take the stable to the New 
York tracks. There the noted trainer An- 
drew Jackson Joyner took a liking to him, 
and loaned him the services of the crack 
jockey Danny Maher. With Maher aboard, 
Komurasaki won the 1898 Sea Gull Handi- 
cap at the old Brighton Beach track. The 
Wadsworth horses never lost a race at that 
meeting, and the grateful owner presented 
the young trainer with an exceptionally 
fine watch, which he carried for more than 
half a century. 

After this successful experience Mr. 
Milam turned again to racing on his own 
account. He was a good trader and a 
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good trainer, and for as long as he re- 
mained active he “never had a losing 
year.” He bought many yearlings and 
young horses, developed them, and sold 
them at a profit. 

Two famous geldings are associated 
with the Milam name. One of these was 
Merrick, an honest racer of modest class. 
Mr. Milam bought him in the fall of 1906, 
when he was a 3-year-old, doctored his 
suspensory ligament, won six races with 
him the following season. Among all the 
horses he ever owned, Merrick became his 
favorite. Twice the gelding was lost in a 
claiming race, and each time Mr. Milam 
got him back at the earliest opportunity.

Merrick raced on and on through the 
years. His owner tried once to retire him, 
but the old horse was so unhappy that he 
was returned to the racing stable. Finally 
at the age of 12 he gave up the struggle 
and was sent to the farm, near Lexington, 
which Mr. Milam had named for him— 
Merrick Place. He had won 61 of his 208 
starts and had finished in the money a 
total of 125 times. At Merrick Place he 
was accorded all the kindness and atten- 
tion possible, and although he was blind 
for years, he lived in comfort to the great- 
est age of any horse in any registered 
breed, dying March 13, 1941, at the age 
of 38. 

The other noted gelding was Extermin- 
ator. Mr. Milam bought him from F. D. 
(Dixie) Knight’s consignment at Saratoga 
in 1916, for $1,500. A rugged, big-framed, 
growthy youngster, Exterminator came to 


races late in his 2-year-old season, won 
two of his four races, and was injured in 
his fourth start. The next spring the 
sharp eye of Henry McDaniel, then train- 
ing for Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s stable, fell 
upon the big gelding in the Milam stable. 
McDaniel recommended to Mr. Kilmer 
that he buy the horse. The price, usually 
approximated at $15,000, was $9,000 plus 
two fillies. As an unheralded substitute 
for the top-rated *Sun Briar, Exterminator 
won the Kentucky Derby of 1918 and went 
on to become one of the great performers 
of his time. 

In the *twenties Mr. Milam trained for 
Montfort and B. B. Jones (Audley Farm) 
and Senator Johnson N. Camden and the 
smaller stable of Desha Breckinridge. He 
won numerous good races for these stables. 
One of the best he developed and trained 
was Miss Joy, one of the top 2-year-old 
fillies of 1921. 

Even when he had under his care large 
strings belonging to others, Mr. Milam 
raced a few of his own horses under his 
own green and gold colors. He retired 
from training in 1939, on advice of his 
physician, but continued as an owner with 
a small group of horses until 1947. The 
best of the horses which raced for him 
without being sold was probably the filly 
Anna M. Humphrey. 

At) Merrick the 53l-acre farm 
where he made his home, he kept a few 
broodmares and raised some useful horses. 
Always a trader, he handled the early de- 
velopment of a good many horses which 
gained distinction after he sold them. He 
bought Milkmaid from J. Hal Woodford 
(“She had never been in a stable. That’s 
the way to raise them.”) and sold her to 
J. K. L. Ross, under whose colors she was 
one of the country’s best race mares. She 
became the dam of the sire Milkman. 
Dreamsome, another filly sold from the 
Milam stable, was the dam of Bud Lerner. 


In 1904 Mr. Milam married Miss Bell 
Scott Simpson, who survives him. With 
Mrs. Milam he spent the later years of his 
life in the quiet enjoyment of their home 
at Merrick Place. He kept contact with 
many of his old friends, and was a wise 
counsellor for the younger generation. At 
one time he served on the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission. He was an honorary 
vice president of the Thoroughbred Club 
of America, and in the spring of 1948 a 
special race at Keeneland was named in 
his honor.

Besides Mrs. Milam, he is survived by 
a brother, Turner R. Milam. of Gadsden, 
Ala., and three sisters, Mrs. A. J. Clem, of 
Birmingham, Mrs. R. J. Howse, of Hugo, 
Okla., and Mrs. H. T. Edwards, of Green- 
wood, S. C. The funeral was on Monday 
of this week, with Dr. Robert W. Miles 
officiating. Burial was in the Lexington 
cemetery.

Frere Jacques is an example of a horse which 
steps up considerably when he races over grass. 
As expressed by Marion McGonigle, his former 
trainer, the son of Jack High is “life and death 
to win in Class C on a dirt track, but he’s a 
stakes horse on the turf.” 

The brother to Lucky Draw was foaled May 1, 
1942, at George D. Widener’s Old Kenney Place, 
Lexington. He raced under the Widener colors 
until late in his 3-year-old season (1945), when he 
was sold to Jacob Sher. associated in the ownership 
of the West Flagler dog track at*Miami. 

At three he was second to War Jeep in the Ja- 
maica Handicap, for his first stakes placing. At 
four (1946) he won the Miami Beach and_ the 
Grasslands Handicaps, two of the principal races 
over grass in the U. S. that year. 

In 1947 he won the Bougainvillea Handicap, was 
second in the Miami Beach and Fort Lauderdale 
Handicaps. Last year he did not win a stakes, but 
was second in the Meadowland, third in the Miami 
Beach and Peninsula Handicaps. 

Because of the comparative rarity of grass races 
in this country, most of his starts are on dirt 
tracks. He had prepped for the Bougainvillea by 
winning an overnight handicap over the Hialeah 
Park infield course on January 25. His last previ- 
ous win before that was in a Class C race at Bel- 
mont Park last October. In the Bougainvillea of 
1947 he won in 1:57%, cutting two seconds from 
the track record. In the 1949 renewal he equaled 
Stud Poker’s track record of 1:57%. 

Frere Jacques is the fifth winner of $100,000 for 
George D. Widener. and the fourth for Jack High.

MIAMI 

We are completely at a loss to under- 
stand what some members—the minority 
group—of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association are trying to reach 
for when they advocate the adoption of a 
rule which would let them scratch down to 
eight starters without permission from the 
stewards. 

Albert (Spec) Dunne, vice president. 
and W. E. (Petition) Charles, secretary 
of the Florida and New Jersey divisions of 
the horsemen’s group, were said to have 
fostered this revolutionary plan, but they 
have not made any headway, nor is it at 
all conceivable that they will get such a 
rule adopted. 

Cutting down the size of a field, from a 
limit of 12 to eight, would only reduce the 
opportunity of horsemen to win a purse. 
As has been pointed out, horsemen here 
are having a shaky time of it now trying 
to meet expenses, in view of the over- 
abundance of horses in this area. Yet these 
HBPA officials would sanction something 
which would make their prospects for 
earning a purse even more slim through 
having carte blanche to the scratch slip. 
Constructive suggestions are always  wel- 
come, but this one is out of line. 

In the words of the late John E. Mad- 
den: “All complaints are gratefully 
ceived. if accompanied by a remedy.”

DETROIT PERSONNEL. A fine young 
man, M. Joseph Lynch, who for 121% years 
was one of the key men for J. Edgar 
Hoover of the FBI, and who for the past 
three years has served as regional head of 
the Baltimore and Miami offices of the 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau 
under Spencer Drayton, has been ap- 
pointed general manager of Detroit’s Fair 
Grounds, recently taken over by the new 
syndicate headed by E. E. Dale Shaffer. 

That meeting will operate for 80 days 
from May 13 through August 13. The 
appointment of Lynch, though a compara- 
tive newcomer to racing. was hailed on 
all sides. He will resign his post with the 
TRPB upon completion of Hialeah’s meet- 
ing. then will leave for Detroit to assume 
his new duties. 

Lynch, who is 38. is a native of Washing- 
ton, D. C.. but now makes his home in Bal- 
timore. He was a_ standout basketball, 
football, and baseball player during his 
school days. He graduated from Gonzaga 
High School in Washington, D. C.. and 
from Mount St. Mary’s College at Em- 
mittsburg. Md. Mr. Shaffer is selecting 
only top men for his new venture. In ad- 
dition to Lynch, he has appointed Charles 
J. McLennan as racing secretary. and W. 
Riggs Mahony as mutuel manager. 


OLD MAN. Armed, the grand old geld- 


ing. came back to the races at Hialeah 


Park last week. Appearance of the pop. 
ular horse in an overnight race of six fur- 
longs served to draw one of the largest 
week-day crowds of the season, attesting 
to his tremendous appeal to the public. He 
is perhaps the most popular horse Flor. 
idians ever have seen, not excluding Cita- 
tion, for it was here Armed raced to many 
of his most notable triumphs, having won, 
for instance, the Widener Handicap in 
1946 and 1947. 

The golden gelding was beaten by 
Column and Tight Squeeze, after running 
into interference in the stretch, but his 
effort was quite all right, considering that 
he had been away from competition about 
a year. Still it must be written that 
Armed has seen better days. He hardly 
can beat Grade A horses like Delegate, 
for instance. He has slid down to Class 
C, and he may have trouble even beating 
that kind now. 

Trainer Jimmy Jones makes no bones 
about the fact that Armed will be lucky 
to win another stakes race. “He is eight 
years old.” said the chubby conditioner 
for Calumet Farm. “That’s like being an 
athlete of 40. When age sorta catches up 
with you, you just can’t do the things you 
did when you were younger, like running 
and beating the best opposition available. 
We were glad Armed ran a good race. 
He'll run again, and while he may win a 
few times more. we feel he no longer can 
cope with the better class performers.” 


FERVENT. Jimmy. incidentally, told 
the writer that Fervent will not be seen 
under colors until late in the spring. or 
perhaps not until early summer. “There’s 
nothing wrong with him, “he hastened to 
add.

NATIVE. Florida-bred horses may not 
have cut much of a swath in major stakes. 
but one here this winter, a colt named 
Werwolf. appears to be one of the better 
newcomers foaled in the land of sunshine. 

At least. Werwolf. a dark brown son of 
Ariel Game—Leonardtown, by Solace, 
showed distinct promise as he marked his 
racing debut with victory at Hialeah Park 
on February 10. 

Displaying excellent speed, he carried 
Mrs. E. Huebeck’s silks to an easy tri- 
umph over 13 other maiden juveniles, spin- 
ning the three furlongs in :33°5. He is 
one of the leading contenders for the $10.- 
000 Florida Breeders’ Stakes to be run on 
February 18. 


Werwolf was bred by E. Huebeck. Jr.. 
who also saddled him in his debut. He 
was foaled at Carl Rose’s Rosemere Farm. 
in Ocala. His sire. Ariel Game, appeared 
under silks in two seasons—1943 and 1944 
—during which period he accounted for 
six races, one of them a stakes, and took 
down purses amounting to nearly $18.000. 

However. Mrs. Huebeck has sold Wer- 
wolf to Mrs. J. G. Smyth, of New York. in 
whose silks he will compete in the Florida 
Breeders’ Stakes. Mrs. Smyth also pur- 
chased Dalpark. another Florida-bred, 
from Rosemere Farm. 

Another youngster bred at Rosemere 
Farm made good with a bang. some 48 
hours after Werwolf’s triumph, when Fan 
Lady, a daughter of Suffern, led home a 
bulky field of maiden 2-year-old fillies 
through Hialeah’s nursery course.

Porter Roberts, a good rider of 
2-year-olds, handled this newcomer. He 
also was aboard Werwolf. 


NO GOAD. Some wondered why, after 
he’d been beaten a neck by Woolford 
Farm’s Delegate in the $10,000-added 
Seminole Handicap. at seven furlongs, Ted 
Atkinson did not resort to the whip on 
Greentree Stable’s Blue Border. They 
felt maybe a whack or two would have 
spurred Blue Border to greater determin- 
ation in the stretch drive. 

Well, some horses do not like the sting 
of the whip, and many horses are tempera- 
mental, unpredictable. Blue Border is one 
of *°em. He might have sulked and pinned 
his ears back had Ted smacked him. This 
corner believes Delegate was the better 
horse. No alibis for Blue Border. He 
ran a smashing race and he was beaten by 
one of the leading speed specialists in 
training. 


WEIGHT AND DISTANCE. Jacob 
Sher’s Frere Jacques evidently found his 
impost of 126 pounds too exacting in the 
renewal of the Miami Beach Handicap. 
Hialeah’s final important test on the in- 
field turf course. 

After he had won his two previous races 
over the course, including the Bougain- 
villea, the big gelding appeared worthy 
enough to score again. But he had a 
heavier impost. and that and the extra dis- 
tance combined to stop him. He failed to 
reach contention and finished a bad last 
in the field of nine that competed over one 
mile and a half. 

Winner of the $10.000-added grass fix- 
ture was Mrs. Helen S. Reineman’s Dinner 
Hour, claimed from P. L. Grissom at Haw- 
thorne last fall for $12,500. 


STEADY. Hialeah Park’s betting con- 
tinues to climb, while the attendance is 
keeping pace with last year’s count. At 
the end of the first 24 days the play ag- 
gregated $23.937.917, just slightly less 
than a million-dollar average. Actually, 
the betting is off 7 per cent. Last year 
the total handle for the same period was 
$25.142.064. The attendance shows only 
a drop of 204, this year’s count being 
371.806 against 372.010 a year ago. 


OKAY. The vast majority of New York 
horsemen here expressed complete satis- 
faction over Jamaica’s stakes program for 
the spring meeting, though it bears an 
average cut of $5,000 in added money for 
the 12 fixtures listed. This reduction has 
not bothered any of these horsemen in the 
least, since the values of the stakes still 
are considered quite attractive. Biggest 
item to the average horseman was that the 
$3,500 minimum would be retained. 


HAROLD VOSBURGH TO SPEAK 


Harold O. Vosburgh, registrar of The 
Jockey Club, will be the speaker at the 
March 5 meeting of the Thoroughbred 
Club of America at the Lafayette Hotel, 
Lexington. The announcement was made 
this week by Charles A. Kenney, Cold- 
stream Stud manager. on behalf of E. E. 
Dale Shaffer, president of the club, who 
is now in Florida. 

Mr. Vosburgh has been asked to speak 
on the general subject of the mechanics of 
registering Thoroughbreds, and will accept 
questions from the floor. He probably 


will be accompanied by Marshall Cassidy,

Trace Minerals, Pastures, and Bone Structure 


For a number of years a gaunt and 
goateed prophet named Albert Carter Sav- 
age has preached a gospel called Mineral- 
ization. 

Much of his proselyting has been in the 
Blue Grass region of Kentucky. This is 
not because the locals have needed the 
word more than anyone else, or that they 
are more responsive than other people. It 
is mainly a matter of propinquity. 

Mr. Savage has for his base a small farm 
near Nicholasville. a county seat about a 
dozen miles from Lexington. There he has 
carried out experimental work in_ soil 
mineralization. 

It is his theory that soil on the average 
farm does not contain the full range of 
minerals necessary to the complete de- 
velopment of plants, and that things pro- 
duced from such deficient soil cannot sup- 
ply to men and animals all they need for 
complete living. 

You need, he states firmly, some copper. 
magnesium, zinc, iodine, manganese, iron, 
cobalt, titanium, molybdenum. silver. 
barium, boron, and other elements in your 
body unless you want to starve. The best 
way to put them there is by eating food 
produced from soil that has all these 
things. 

It would seem a simple matter to swal- 
low an occasional capsule containing a 
mixture of the trace elements we may miss 
in our daily food. But Mr. Savage says 
you shouldn't do that. The most desirable 
and effective way of doing it, he says, is to 
get them by eating beef and_ broccoli 
grown on mineralized soil. The human 
body can handle minerals better after they 
have been predigested, as it were, by 
plants and animals. 

Savage assures you that this is not as 
castor-oily as it sounds: the products of 
mineralized soil are bigger, better, and 
more palatable than the haphazard kind. 
They look better, eat better, and are bet- 
ter for you. 

The doctrine of mineralization has been 
pushed vigorously for maybe 20 years by 
Savage and his disciples. Savage himself 
has planted gardens, grown cattle, eaten 
mineralized food, written books and 
pamphlets, addressed himself to college 
researchers, President Roosevelt, Winston 
Churchill, the United Nations, and the 
man on the farm. 

He has an idea that seems as logical as 
wearing shoes. But his converts have been 
comparatively few. His speech and _ his 
writings are earnest and persuasive, but 
they are torrential. A man who might be 
willing to edge gently into the mineraliza- 
tion orbit usually is flung against the outer

rail by the centrifugal force of the Savage 
vigor.

FERTILIZERS. Several months ago a 
man talked to the Thoroughbred Club of 
America on pasture development. He had 
a key job with a large fertilizer company, 
and some of us went to the meeting expect- 
ing him to make positive statements: 
“Take a pinch of boron, three grains of 
copper sulphate, two atoms of barium, 
mix well with a ton of superphosphate and 
a shovelful of dolomite, and stand back. 
The grass will jump up and hide you if 
you don’t move fast.” 

On the contrary, the speaker admitted 
that there is a tremendous lot that isn’t 
known about pasture development, espec- 
ially in regard to the trace minerals. 
Everybody knows these minerals are 
needed, but nobody knows in what quan- 
tities, or how to apply them most effec- 
tively. Research is going on, but it will 
take time. 

It seemed to me that Albert Carter Sav- 
age might have the jump on the fertilizer 
people, because they were just beginning 
to explore an area he had planted his ban- 
ner in years ago. 

Savage is not an easy man to catch up 
with, and since there were more pressing 
things to be done anyway, it was not until 
about a week ago that I saw him. We 
both were in the neighborhood of the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky during Farm and 
Home Week, and happened to walk into 
the same hot dog place. 

I expected him to pull a mineralized 
apple out of his pocket and order a bottle 
of milk, which he would mineralize on the 
spot, but he had chili and coffee, just like 
a man who had never heard of cobalt. 

I gave him an opening by referring to 
the fertilizer man’s talk at the Thorough- 
bred Club, and he was off and gone. About 
45 minutes later he ended the conversation 
by telling me that John Lyle, one of his 
fellow workers, would be available any 
time I wanted to go further into mineral- 
ization. 

A few days later Mr. Lyle called by 
telephone, and we arranged to meet on 
the following Sunday. We went to a farm 
owned by William Earl Parks, another of 
the Savage disciples, and there we sat 
outdoors and talked. 

Mr. Lyle described himself as the “work-

ing manager of the Albert Carter Savage 
Foundation,” the project which has been 
set up to further the doctrine of mineral- 
ization. He has been associated with Sav- 
age for about nine years, or to the point 
that it's hard to tell where Savage leaves 
off and Lyle begins. 

He has not the Savage technical jargon 
which leaves the listener behind by the 
length of the atomic table after the first 
few sentences. But he has a firm and 
forthright command of the subject, and 
stays on pretty solid ground if you can 
keep him away from the signs of the 
Zodiac, the Ages of Man, and other by- 
ways. 

When he talks he cocks his head, half 
closes his eyes, and lets her roll. He either 
has memorized his talking points. or he 
has a remarkably precise ad lib delivery:

The sire and 
dam both had been on the farm for some 
time, eating mineralized grass. The calf 
received no feed except mineralized grass 
and his mother’s milk. The bone is im- 
pressively dense and hard. The lesson 
would have been more effective had the 
deficient calf been reared on an unminer- 
alized plot on the Savage farm. rather than 
in Florida, which has different soil and 
climate.

Mr. Parks’ crushing and pulverizing end 
of the mineralization deal has not  pro- 
eressed very far. He has the plant, but he 
hasn’t gone in for output. Still an ardent 
Savage disciple. he now is mineralizing 
people instead of farms. He has opened 
a health home at Nicholasville. where he 
feeds his clients mineralized bread, min- 
eralized orange juice. mineralized string 
beans, and the gospel of mineralization. 

There seems to be room for believing 
that Albert Carter Savage and his small 
company of co-workers have made consid- 
erably more progress toward finding out 
what trace minerals do for soil. vegetation, 
and animals than most other people have 
learned. 

Some universities and other institutions 
are now exploring this field. One of the 
most complete laboratories is at Saratoga 
Springs. N. Y. 

There is reason for believing that prop- 
erly mineralized pastures will grow 
sounder horses than untreated fields will 
produce.

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Garden State Improvements 


Jockeys will be able to witness the races 
in comfort at Garden State Park from a 
new jockey stand recently constructed atop 
the main grandstand. The Garden State 
Park spring meeting opens May 3 and 
runs through Memorial Day. 

Other improvements include enclosed 
stalls for cold weather. landscaping. and 
additional housing for track workers. New 
heating facilities have been installed in 
the club house restaurant, and more park- 
ing space has been made available. 


The Dogs 


A bill to legalize pari-mutuel betting on 
greyhounds has been introduced in the 
California Legislature. A hundred days of 
racing would be permitted annually in 
populous counties such as Los Angeles 
and Alameda (San Francisco). Smaller 
counties would be allowed 14 days, and 
county fairs would be permitted to have 
14 days. The pari-mutuel commission 
would be 12 per cent. The State would 
get 4 per cent and the track 8 per cent. 

A bill also has been introduced to per- 
mit harness racing at night. The law now 
limits it to daylight hours. 


Gulfstream Feature Races 


There will be no stakes races at Gulf- 
stream Park in the 40-day spring meeting 
scheduled to commence March 4. How- 
ever, a series of overnight races headed by 
the $20,000-added Gulfstream Handicap 
is offered.

Abe Hirschberg, the San Franciscan who dab- 
bles in real estate, also dabbles in horses with 
fair success. Among the horses he has bought, 
raced successfully, and sold again are Black Badge, 
Canina, and Occupy. With Dinner Gong he 
perhaps has made the best deal in his career 
as owner of a racing stable. He bought the 
son of Eight Thirty last September for $34,000 
at the sale of the C. V. Whitney horses-in-training. 
In the San Antonio Handicap, Dinner Gong won 
back his purchase price, plus a couple of thou- 
sand dollars for expenses. He had won three other 
races under the Hirschberg colors, including a 
stakes. And he had placed in two other stakes 
for the Californian. 

Dinner Gong has been considered a sprinter, 
mainly, and he has raced successfully at the shorter 
distances. Last November, in winning the Yerba 
Buena Stakes at Tanforan, he equaled the track rec- 
ord of 1:11 for six furlongs. On January 8, at 
Santa Anita Park, he set a new track record and 
equaled the world record in running seven  fur- 
longs in 1:214. Last year he tackled 1,'; miles 
and 1% miles without success. This year he faded 
to sixth in the 1,';-mile San Pasqual, behind Shim 
Maione, held on for second behind Autocrat in 
the San Carlos, and was third to Ace Admiral in 
the Maturity Stakes. 

In the San Antonio, Jockey Jack Westrope tried 
the strategy by holding him off the pace, saving 
his run for the stretch. It worked perfectly. Ace 
Admiral, Vulcan’s Forge, and On Trust wore them- 
selves out fighting for the lead over a muddy track, 
were ready to be taken in the home lane. Despite 
the heavy track, Dinner Gong made the nine fur- 
longs in 1:49%5, just a second slower than the 
track record. 

The son of Eight Thirty was unraced at two. Last 
year at three he won the Yerba Buena Stakes, was 
second in the Rumson Handicap, third in the Peter 
Pan, Lamplighter, and American Legion Handicaps.

Six Horses Are Shaping Up 


As Contenders in Big Handicap 


Los ANGELES 

You can line up the sclid contenders for 
the $100,000 Santa Anita Handicap and 
count them now—Maine Chance Farm's 
Ace Admiral. Earl O. Stice and Sons’ On 
Trust. Foxeatcher Farm's Rose Beam. 
Mimosa’ Stable’s War Trophy. 
Ranch’s Stepfather. and I. J. Collins’ Vul- 
can’s Forge. 

There they are. the super six. If one 
of them does not win the twelfth running 
of the world’s richest race on February 26 
it will be an upset. 

Each has had one or more remarkable 
races here this winter. Like performers 
on a stage. they have tried to outshine one 
another in preliminary stakes leading up 
to the main event. Ace Admiral was amayz- 
ingly swift and powerful and game in win- 
ning the $100.050 Maturity Stakes, yet the 
best horse in the race finished second. This 
was Rose Beam. Motion pictures showed 
that only an unnecessarily wide swing eo 
the turn for home kept him from lowering 
the silks of the Admiral in the Maturity. 

Stepfather outgamed On Trust in a 
furious finish to capture the Santa Cata- 
lina Handicap. yet here again Lady Luck 
was on his side and against On Trust. 

War Trophy. flying through the streteh 
with a powerful. sweeping stride that ap- 
peared invincible, lowered the mile record 
to 1:3524. But the topper of them all was 
the race turned in by Vulcan’s Forge. This 
reporter is almost ready to furnish one 
and all a written guarantee that here is 
the coming champion of the Santa Anita 
Handicap. 

Trainer Don Cameron has had quite a 
struggle with Vulcan’s Forge this winter. 
Shortly after his arrival at Santa Anita. 
the *Mahmoud colt was seized with severe 
stomach cramps. As each attack hit him. 
he would go down in his stall. What ap- 
peared to be a tight wave passed through 
his body. Immediately after the seizure. 
Vulean’s Forge would be up on his feet, 
in remarkab’e condition for a horse that 
was so sick. but of course it was impossible 
to train him. 

When the Maturity Stakes came up. 
Cameron said Forge was two 
weeks away from his best race. He started 
because he needed the race, and as it 
turned out he ran remarkably well. He 
fought it out gamely until the final quar- 
ter, and then fell back. Some five days 
later, Vulean’s Forge came out again and~ 
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gave On Trust. Shim Malone. and Rippey. 
which is considered pretty fair opposition 
out this way. as sound a drubbing as you 
have ever seen. It was the kind ef a race 
that remember Cameron's 
words; the kind of a race that would have 
won the Maturity; the kind of a race that 
should win the Santa Anita Handicap.

To this reporter's way of looking at it, 
Vulcan's Ferge is coming up to his peak 
just right for the main event and he should 
be the fittest horse in the field. Collins 
acquired him last fall for $80.000 at the 
C. V. Whitney sale. and he looks like a 


better buy all the time. He won the 
Withers (over Coaltown), the Champagne. 
and the Providence Stakes and was second 
in the Preakness. He is out of Burning 
Sright. by Whichone. 


TOO FAST. Things happen now and 
then at a race track that make you wonder 
if the sport is conducted for the public. 
the horsemen. or the stockholders. No, 
don’t answer that; at most race tracks the 
answer is fairly obvious anyway. 

Last year about this time Racing Secre- 
tary Webb Everett announced with consid- 
erable to-do that he was tossing out of the 
condition book all graded allowance races. 
Kicking ’em right into the wastebasket, he 
said. At the time he characterized such 
races as an incentive to a few horsemen 
not to do their best until they had a cinch 
of it, and he said that he and other racing 
secretaries who wrote graded allowance 
races were making some trainers look good 
who otherwise might never win on their 


own. skill. 


This reporter was one of those who. after 
listening attentively, got the impression 
that he meant it. A few others must have. 
too, for every Turf writer around these 
parts and columnists for Daily Racing 
Form praised the decision as a construe. 
tive move. 

It turns out we were a little hasty. When 
the rains came to Santa Anita. Everett had 
trouble filling the programs. You could 
hear good intentions falling down and 
breaking all over the place as graded al- 
lowance races were dusted off and brought 
back as a concession to trainers to enter 
their horses. 

One thing. it has taught us how to eat 
our own words. At Del Mar last summer, 
Everett had another really fine thought 
which he called blind handicaps. which 
was as good a title as any. They panned 
out excellently. After observing them for 
a while. this reporter, and other Turf writ- 
ers. remarked how good they were. and 
Everett said the idea would be followed 
this winter at Santa Anita. It was. for 
about one week. Then a few trainers ob- 
jected, and they, too. were junked. We 
have heard no more about the blind handi- 
caps. Whatever Everett is selling next. 
the policy in this corner will be to decline. 
with thanks. until he’s practiced his own 
preaching for, say. five years. 


TICKERS. How’s your horse’s heart? 
There is one trainer at Santa Anita who 
has thought enough about it to have cardio- 
grams made of all horses in her stable. 
Her name is Mrs. H. C. Morton. of Beverly 
Hills. Calif. She owns and trains horses 
because she loves it. Her husband is a 
prominent attorney, they are independ- 
ently wealthy. and he can’t understand 
why she gets out at the track at the crack 
of dawn and follows the circuit from San 
Francisco to Los Angeles to Del Mar to 
Agua Caliente. 

He has given up trying to figure it out, 
but perhaps you can after you hear a lit- 
tle more about Mrs. Morton. Discussing 
heart trouble with a doctor, she wondered 
if any horses in her stable might be af- 
fected, hence the cardiograms. It turned 
out they were all right, but the lead pony. 
which had the softest job of all, had a 
weak pump. So Mrs. Morton retired him 
to a life of ease on a ranch she owns in 
nearby Torrance. 

At one time Mrs. Morton owned show 
horses. But they were not as exciting and 
did not keep her as busy as Thorough- 
breds. After her four children—Barbara. 
Betty, Lynn, and Dody, or Dorothy—grew 
up and married, she bought Thorough- 
breds and trained them herself as a hobby. 
One of them—Barbelyndo—she named 
after the children. Even her husband ad- 
mits the life has been wonderful for her. 
She looks half her age, feels grand, and 
is having a fine time. Everyone in the 
stable area, recognizing a real Thorough- 
bred, loves her.

distance, wherever such records are avail- 
able. Unfortunately there is no system 
of symbols yet devised by which the class 
of a Thoroughbred is indicated in_ his 

pedigree. 

The study. then, of Thoroughbred _pedi- 
grees has been based largely upon such 
generalizations or impressions as could be 
drawn from these names—their frequency, 
positions, or combinations in pedigrees of 
good horses. Since it has never been dem- 
onstrated that a breeder can increase ap- 
preciably his chances of turning out a 
high-class horse by following any of the 
“systems” derived from such studies. it 
is not necessary in this abbreviated sum- 
mary to discuss any of them in detail. 

It is in order, however. to append a few 
notes in order to familiarize the reader 
with some of the discussions occasionally 
encountered in the conversation and liter- 
ature of Thoroughbred breeding. 

A more or less generally accepted prin- 
ciple among breeders is that of nicks. or 
fortunate combinations of bloodlines. The 
supposition is made that a combination 
which has produced one or more good 
horses is more likely to produce other 
good horses than other combinations which 
lave not turned out so fortunately. A suc- 
cessful combination is called a nick. Thus 
Fair Play. which stood at the famous 
Nursery Stud of the late Major August 
Belmont until the Belmont estate horses 
were dispersed in 1925. got nearly all of 
his best offspring from mares which were 
daughters or granddaughters of *Rock 
Sand. which had preceded him as_ the 
premier sire at the Nursery Stud. After

A combination which had outstanding suc- 
cess in England was that of Bend Or with 
mares by Macaroni. 

So-called nicks are generally the result 
of propinquity or else they are sheer illu- 
sions, as in the case of Lexington and 
*Glencoe. A great many breeders. how- 
ever. make it a practice to arrange matings 
so as to copy as nearly as possible the pat- 
terns of bloodlines in the pedigrees of 
good horses. No perceptible advantage is 
gained by this method. 

An extension of the theory of nicks is 
the “dosage system” worked out in great 
detail by a French student of breeding, Lt. 
Col. J. Vuillier. who based his theory upon 
the extended pedigrees of the great win- 

ners of the English Turf. He 
Dosage noted that certain ancestors. 

through mild inbreeding. come 
to constitute a fairly stable percentage of 
the pedigrees of later generations. He

doctrine that. in making matings, the 
breeder should attempt to approximate 
this average as closely as possible. 

In recent years a considerable effort has 
been made to popularize this technique 
(such popularity. if achieved. would con- 
ceivably make it easier to sell English 
horses to the remainder of the world). but 
it is. fortunately. too complicated for the 
average breeder of Thoroughbreds to trou- 
ble himself with. The Aga Khan, one of 
Europe’s most successful breeders. has 
largely followed the dosage system in mak- 
ing matings.

Breeding Stock Is 
Being Brought In 


Ho.iysurn, B. C. 

The Hastings Park race track was 
opened in Vancouver, British Columbia, in 
1896. Since that time Vancouver has been 
the center of western Canadian racing. By 
the “twenties, three race tracks had been 
built to satisfy the public’s enthusiasm for 
racing. Three tracks were considered 
necessary. because in recent times, Domin- 
ion law has limited racing to two weeks 
annually at each chartered track. 

It was inevitable that breeding farms 
should be developed to supply stock for 
the tracks. In addition, more than a few 
Fraser Valley farmers kept a Thorough- 
bred broodmare in the back pasture with 
the family cow. Unfortunately the great 
majority of British Columbia’s breeding 
stock has been mediocre. or worse. Of 
course there were some efforts to improve 
it. For example, *Simony and *Marcus 
were brought over from Great Britain in 
the ’twenties. Their get did very well on 
B. C. tracks, but gained no fame when 
tested on American tracks. *Papworth 
came from France and has become one of 
the most successful of local sires. A few 
of his get have won in the States. 

In 1934, Blondin came to the province 
from the C. V. Whitney Farm at Lexing- 
ton, but his get left no lasting mark on 
British Columbia records or breeding. 
Other Thoroughbred stallions came here 
from Great Britain, France, eastern Can- 
ada, and the United States, but the stal- 
lions and broodmares of this province have 
not proven their worth by getting high- 
class animals. Certainly the best B. C.- 
bred so far has been Cum Laude, holder of 
the track record for nine furlongs at Santa 
Anita Park. But Cum Laude resulted 
when his dam, Silver Dime, was sent to 
California to be bred to *By-Pass 2nd. 

The trend for B. C. owners to buy better 
horses started in 1946 and 1947, *Mafosta. 
*Plover, *Mashie, and *Association were 
purchased by local horsemen. *Mafosta 
won many stakes and more than $100,000 
at the major West Coast tracks. He de- 
veloped foot trouble as soon as the present 
Santa Anita meeting started, and it ap- 
pears as though his racing 
through. 

*Mafosta has entered the stud at H. N. 
Isenberg’s Iron Mountain Ranch. at River- 
side, Calif. British Columbia breeders will 
be disappointed that he will not stand in 
their province. *Plover. *Mashie. and 
* Association, have not yet lived up to ex-

The year 1948 will no doubt be remem- 
bered as the time of the influx of well bred 
horses into B. C. Apparently horsemen 
suddenly realized it would take better 
foundation stock to make breeding a prof- 
itable industry in the province. If success- 
ful parentage indicates probable potential 
breeding quality, when the stallions men- 
tioned below enter the breeding farms, 
B. C. horsemen will indeed be off to the 
races. 


NEW BLOOD. In the early fall of 1948, 
F. Ronald Graham, of Vancouver, encour- 
aged by the accomplishments of his Lrish- 
bred *Mafosta, sent Trainer Wally Dunn 
over to Eire in search of another horse of 
the same calibre. The colt flown back 
was *Rathore, foaled in 1946, by Fairfax 
out of Storm Child. *Rathore won his 
only two starts in Ireland last year. He 
is now at Santa Anita and will be entered 
in the leading American 3-year-old events. 

Mr. Graham also augmented B. C. 
broodmare ranks last year by bringing 
three mares from Kentucky. They are 
all in foal to Hash. 

The second-highest-priced yearling of 
the Canadian Thoroughbred Horse Breed- 


ers Society's auction at Toronto was

Nels Jensen. of Lulu Island, purchased 
five horses at the California Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association’s Fall Sales. This 
lot included the second-highest-priced of- 
fering at the sale. It was a colt, National 
Debt. by Trierarch out of Firm Offer, by 
Stimulus. 

Dr. L. H. Appleby, who has already 
done much to improve the province's 
bloodstock, attended the fall sales at Lex- 
ington and brought home ten horses for 
his own and other interests. These were 
yearlings by Sky Raider, *The Sultan, He 
Did, Jamestown, Apache, Eternal Bull, 
and Chance Shot; a broodmare by Chance 
Shot and another by *Teddy; and a Mar- 
ket Wise weanling which died en route 
home. 

In October, the stallions from the British 
Isles began to arrive. *Rathore was fol- 
lowed by *Mario’s Pride. Foaled in 1945, 
by Denturius—Slipaway, by Slipper, he 
won the Earlsfield Stakes as a 2-year-old, 
and has other races to his credit. 

Then came *Star Affair, *Divire Right, 
and *Stubbs, all in one shipment. They 
were all foaled in 1946. 

A syndicate headed by Jack Pattison, of 
Pacific Farms, paid $18,000 for *Star Af- 


fair. This colt is bred fashionably enough 
to suit anyone, being by Stardust out of 
Affair: by Fair Trial. *Star Affair is a 
well mannered chestnut about 15 hands 
high. 

Dan Rotary, of Vancouver, paid $8.000 
for *Divine Right. This horse is by Blue 
Peter out of Divine Lady, by Papyrus. 

*Stubbs, another good prospect, by Big 
Game out of Painter’s Song, by Gains- 
borough, cost Bruce Snider $10,000. 

Just before the end of the year *Bram- 
bling arrived. He too was purchased by 
the syndicate headed by Jack Pattison. 
*Brambling was one of the best foals of 
1946 in the Princess Royal’s stable. As 
all good Canadians know, the Princess 
Royal is the sister of King George VI. 
Only one of these 2-year-olds was for sale, 
the buyer to choose the one he desired. 
The syndicate reportedly paid $30,000, 
and chose *Brambling for their horse. He 
is by Watling Street out of Great Tit, by 
*Stefan the Great. 

*Brambling is a big horse, being 16:2 
already. He has peculiarity—he 
doesn’t like the idea of going in or out of 
a door. This phobia almost ended his 
racing career. *Brambling had no objec- 
tions to the boat trip from Liverpool to 
St. John, and the train trip across Canada 
seemed satisfactory to him also. In fact. 
he was reluctant to leave the express car 
when it reached Vancouver. His handlers 
let him take his time coming out the door,

Due to injury 


he was withdrawn. He raced consistently, at both sprints and at more 

extended distances, contending regularly in stakes-class events. 
BATTLEFIRE is half-brother to the stakes winner Col. Teddy. His 

dam, Warlou, is by *Sickle, one of America’s foremost broodmare sires, 


and is out of War Path by Man o’ War, one of the greatest broodmare 
sires in breeding history. War Path produced a stakes winner, her own 


dam produced two stakes winners, and the next dam, Signorinetta, was 
one of England’s great all-time race mares and producers, having won 


both the Oaks and Derby. 


BATTLEFIRE started his stud career late in 1948, serving only a 
few mares, and 75 per cent of these got in foal.

He won the 
Ashley Stakes at Epsom on Derby day and a week 
later won the Coventry Stakes at Ascot in easy 
fashion. He made his third and last start as a 2-year- 
old in England's premier stakes race, the Middle Park 
Stakes at Newmarket. He won this race by % of a 
length from Hypericum with four others trailing. 

Wrote John Betts in Winners of 1946: “Nothing 
could be better than his well-developed forearms and 
beautiful straight hind legs, with exceptionally strong 
hocks. He has strong, square quarters with a power- 
ful drive. Although his withers are set well back, he 
has plenty of saddle room: altogether a horse of qual- 
ity combined with strength.” 

*Khaled’s first start at 3 was in the Column Produce 
Stakes, in which he carried 134 lbs. He also won the 
St. James Palace Stakes (1 mile), carrying equal 
weights and defeating Aldis Lamp, Radiotherapy, and 
others. He finished second in the 2,000 Guineas (to 
Happy Knight, with Radiotherapy third, Gulf Stream 
fourth), and third in Eclipse Stakes, 11/4 miles, 121 lbs.., 
to Gulf Stream (118), Edward Tudor (114). His only 
other start was in the Derby, in which he was un- 
placed. *Khaled won at Santa Anita.

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when suddenly he backed up and some- 
how his hind legs slipped down between 
the express car and the van. Those were 
anxious moments, but *Brambling appar- 
ently realized he’d caused enough trouble, 
and remained quiet until he was lifted out. 
Had he struggled, he surely would have 
broken both legs. Needless to say, this 
incident hasn’t increased *Brambling’s 
confidence in doors. 

The end of 1948 saw more well bred 
horses owned in British Columbia than 
ever before. Some of these will of course 
be raced for several years before being 


retired, but a bright future seems immi- 
nent for Thoroughbred breeders in the 
province. 

Unfortunately the local racing situation 
is not encouraging, and the breeders will 
have a great handicap if there is not ade- 
quate racing close to home. Of the mutuel 
handle, 21 per cent goes out in taxes, most 
of it to the provincial government. No 
other state or province suffers such high 
taxation. The track operators’ efforts to 
have this cut reduced so far have been to 
no avail. The horsemen are buying the 
sound foundation stock necessary to give 
the province a profitable breeding indus- 
try, but it needs government co-operation 
to make racing profitable if Thoroughbred 
breeding is to thrive.
